Dear Editor: 

Out costs? Here’s an idea. 

According to news stories 
Cal State L.A. deems it 
necessary to reject 1,550 stu¬ 
dents due to Gk)v. Reagan’s 
budget cut. If the authori¬ 
ties at Cal State L.A. think 
this is necessary, they can¬ 
not see beyond their noses. 

I am an Instructor at the 
California State Polytechnic 
College, San Luis Obispo, 
and will take the latter 
school as an example of how 
the budget cut can be af¬ 
fected without loss in effi¬ 
ciency of a state college. In 
fact, before I get through I 
will show how much more 
than 20 per cent of the bud¬ 
get out could be absorbed by 
Cal State L.A without loss 
In efficiency. 

As a beginning, the state 
colleges, could cut down on 
their administrative staff. 
For example, at Cal Poly, out 
of a total of 900 employees 
only 400 are actually en¬ 
gaged in instruction! 

I imagine the seune situa¬ 
tion, only worse, holds at Cal 
State L.A In the Cal Poly 
catalog, under administra¬ 
tion are listed, in addition to 
other necessary ones, 13 
positions, each of which 
draws from $15,000 to $20,- 
000 , and each of which em¬ 
ploys, besides, a group of 
secretaries and assistants, 
and which positions are not 
essential to the education of 
the stuednts. By eliminating 
these jobs, a considerable 
saving would result. 

Secondly, an increase in 
enrollment of 10 per cent or 
a budget but of 10 per cent 
could be absorbed by the 
state colleges, if each in¬ 
structor would take an extra 
class lor two out of five 


semesters. 

If the authorities at Cal 
State L.A. are loath to fol¬ 
low the preceding sugges¬ 
tions, I have a much more 
powerful one. Since at Cal 
Poly, and this is very likely 
true also at Cal State L.A. 
only 15 per cent of the en¬ 
tering students graduate at 
the end of four years and an 
additional 15 per cent at the 
end of live years, 70 per cent 
of the entering students drop 
out before they finish. 

The country-wide average 
is 50 per cent. 'This means 
that half of the entering stu¬ 
dents drop out before they 
finish. This is largely due to 
inability of a student to 
make the grade in the state 
colleges, and, if we could 
prevent these students from 
entering In the first place, 
we could cut the budget by 
50 per cent. ’This can be done 
by raising the admission 
standards, or Imposing stiff 
entran'Ce examinations. 

I have another suggestion 
to the state colleges on re¬ 
cruitment of faculty. If there 
should be an exodus of fac¬ 
ulty due to the budget cut, 
let us take bright, young 
graduates students and put 
them into teaching positions. 
Most of the courses at the 
state colleges are only very 
little above that of the Jun¬ 
ior colleges anyway and do 
not require men with ad¬ 
vanced degrees to do the 
teaching.

The work includes exca¬ 
vation of the plant bowl, 
drtiinage and flood channel 
improvement and construc¬ 
tion of access roads. 

The job will require 4,200 
cubic yards of concrete for 
channel lining and 2,720 cu¬ 
bic yards of air blown mor¬ 
tar, and excavation of about 
3.2 million cubic yards of 
open cut and 90,000 cubic 
yards of channel. 

Work under this contract 
is scheduled for completlcm 
in June, 1968.
